A Tow hundred yards from the. eastern ex- 


t cinily of the colliery village of VVylam, which 
is about eight miles west of Newcostle-on-Tyne, 
i n a common two-storied, rod-tilo;l building of 
four apartments, on (lie i)lh of June, 1781, was 
horn George Sleplrenson, the great railway En- 
gineer and eslablisher of the locomotive railway 
system. Ilia parents were Robert and Mabel 
Stcphcnson, belonging to that honorable family 
of workers—that extensive family"which con- 
stitutes the backbone of our country's grent- 
1W33—the common working people. Ills mother 
•was tlio only daughter of Robert Carr, a dyer 
.at Ovii'ghara, wliicli family had dwelt In tin 
'neighborhood of Newcastle lor generations. 
His father was flreman of tlte old pumping im- 
agine at the Wylntn colliery, and was a great 
ifavoiite with the boys and girls, birds and un- 


i imals,—the lost of which he found particular 
^pleasure in petting and turning. 


While a boy, George led the life costbmiiry 


•with the children of working people. 
He 


jnlaycd out of doors; went bird-nesting, and 
iran er anils to the village. In course of time 
ilie carried his father's dinner to him while at 
•work, and helped take cure of his youn;;er 
'brothers and sisters at home,—for in the poor 
unnn's home, every hand must be early turned 
ito some account. None of the children ever 
went to school, for with but twelve shillings a 
•week (the sum of his father's earnings), school. 
Ing was not to be thought of. Tims eight yen's 
passed away, and the family, following the 
work, which left Wylam, removed to Dcwley 
Hum, to a new pit which the Duke of Nor- 
thumberland bad then* opened. While living 
here, George was employed to mind cows at 
two pence a day,—during the spare moments 
which this employment uflbrdcd, he amused 
himself with making day engines with hem- 
lock sticks for steam-pipes. Ho then advanced 
to leading ploughing learns, hoeing turning, and 
other farm work; atler which lie became, 
" picker " at the colliery, his work being to 
clean the coal of stones and dross. His ad- 
vances were constant until he became llic as- 
.sistant of his father, who was fireman—a sit- 
uation he never rose above. lie was now Ibur- 
-teen of age, and so small that he used to hide 
•when the owner of the colliery came round, for 
/car he should be thought too small for the 
wages he received. At thin juncture the Dew- 
ley Bun mine was closed, and the family re- 
tnoved to Jollislcclosc (a place no longer in ex- 
istence.) Here they lived in a cottage of one 


. room—father, mother, four sons and 
two 


(laughter—snug quarters truly; but the poor 
hail then to submit to worse accommodations 
in living than now, and this roam served the 
eight members of the Stephensoii family as 
parlor, kitchen, sleeping-room and all. 


Soon George became firemen on his own ac- 


count at a mine in the neighborhood. He was 
now fifteen years of age, steady, sober and in- 
dustrious, and nothing more, his fellow-work- 
men thought. 
They did not, could not, see 


the power of that untrained, giant mind. In a 
short time he went la a mine a little west of 
Xewbnrn, as engineer, his father acting as Ha- 
inan. Already he had outstripped his father, 
for his 
was 
a 
responsible position, re- 


quiring skill and practical knowledge, and com- 
manding higher wages. But from the lime he 
became firemen, and more particularly after- 
,ward as engineer, he assiduously applied him- 


. self to the. study of his engine, and with such 
. success that it was seldom lie called in the en- 
. ginccr of the colliery. His engine was his pet, 
. and his strictest attention was given that it 
, might be always in the best condition. 
He 


: studied to master ils every detail, and so per- 


fected his own mechanical capacity, and secur- 


. ed the respect of his fclluw-workme n, and the 
^.increased confidence and esteem of his employ- 


ers. 


Although his parents were tuo poor to send 


'i him to school, and as England lacked what 
• every country claiming to be civilized should 


\ possess—free schools, they did not fail to tmin 
Ihim in habits of honesty, industry, and self- 
reliance; and although be 'had no literary cul- 
ture, lie had an excellent substratum of char- 
acter. Thus IK was forced to the necessity of 
self-culture, and as thi* is ever the most appre- 
ciated, as well as the most enduring, it is not to 
Inj doubled that his mind was well formed. 
III» great ambition was to thoroughly iindi'r- 
•land the mechanical structure of engines of 
which he had heard, as well as the great prin- 
ciples of mechanics, and lie saw he must lenrn 
to read. He attended a night-school, taught by 
liobin Cowins, at which lie learned to read and 
to write his own name. He left Cowins, and 
went 13 the night-school of Andrew Robertson 
where he learned arithmetic,—making most ex- 
traordinary progress. Andrew became so proud 
of his pupil tluu wlien George removed to 
Black Callerton to work he followed him. This 
was in 1801, ami George was twenty years of 
: age. IT? was then advanced to brakesman 
of the " Dully Tit.1' White serving at that post 
he found much spare time on his liand* which 


' he improved by mending shoes and continuing 
. his studies. During this period, also, Ire be- 
came acquainted with Finny Henderson, a 


• you us lady ol remarkable character, good-Iook- 


• ing,' modest, sweet tempered,,' xi kind, while 
.nt the same time the possessor of good sense. 


Ilerhe afterward married, and the event was 
. celebrated in Xewburn church, on the 28th of 
.November, 1802. Subsequently George took 
•.the position of brakesman at Ballast Hill, about 
'.six miles below Newcastle, and with his Jew 
•wife removed to Nilllugton Quay. While here 
Iw made an attempt to Invent a machine to se- 
" erne perpetual motion, and although lie 


failed in the delation, as » man; had done 
before and have done ilnce, the exertions lie 
made whetted hit Inventive faculties, and called 
forth Ills dormant powers. Hit modelwas pe- 
culiar, and has a strong savor of originality. 
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Besides hi* wages as brakesman, were the pro- 
fits which lie reaped from mending and making 
shoes and fixing clocks, and so lie thrived well. 
In 1803, December 10th, hls'only child, Robert, 
was born ; and finding in the child a genial ob- 
ject upon which to extend the warmth of his 
affection, the rabbits, liirds, dogs, etc., of for- 
mer days were alighted. He remained at Wel- 
lington Quay about three years, and then 
found a similar situation at the West Moor 
Colliery, Kellingworth. It was during his res- 
idence here that his remarkable qualities as a 
workman were first recognized by his employ- 
ers, and he slowly but surely acquired that 
reputation as an engineer and inventor, by 
which 
IH> afterward became so -extensively 


known and honored. 


He had scarcely settled down in his new 


home, ere he sustained a heavy loss in tlie 
death of Ilia wife. Their married life had bean 
short and felicitous, sweetened as it was by 
daily successful toil. She made his home so 
bright and pleasant that no attraction was sufti 
clent to draw him fiom her tide in the evening 
boars. But this domestic hanpln-ss was all to 
pass away. It was a terrible"blow, and although 
he bore it as he beat could, lie did not cease to 
cherish lendcrly the memory of his dear wife. 


Shortly after this event lie accepted an invita- 


irom Montrose, in Scotland, to superintend tlie 
workipg of one of t'je Boulton and Matt en- 
gines. He was here a year when some disa- 
greement with his employee Induced him to 
return to his old home, and to the son he had 
left in charge of a worthy neighbor. He found 
his fallicr had met with a serious accident dur- 
ing his absence, which resulted in total blind- 
ness, and it became his duty to provide for his 
parents as he best could, (thn other sons, poor, 
and heavily burdened, were little able to help 
him.) 
It was at the'time England was con- 


tending singlehandcd against the everywhere 
victorious Napoleon—her resources were heavi- 
ly drawn upon, and great distress resulted. 
George Stephenson was drawn for the militia. 
He could not go and leave his aged parents, 
and he provided a substitute. Tims all his 
hni'd-jained earnings were swept away at a 
stroke. He seriously thought of emigrating to 
America, but not beingable to procure suflicie.it 
money to make the voyage, lie remained at 
home. His biographer says:—"Providence 
had beller and greater things in store for 
Geoi-go Stcplienson than the lot of a settler In 
the wilds of America. It was well his poverty 
ireventcd him from prosecuting further the 
idea of emigration, and rooted him to tlie place 
where he afterwards worked out hia great ca- 
reer so manfully and victoriously." And for- 
tunately for England it was,' indeed. 


George continued to make and mend shoes, 


make .shoe-lasts, mend clocks, and do tailoring 
work during his leisure moments. But he 
soon entered on a more lucrative field, for his 
knowledge of mechanical laws induced him to 
try his hand at fixing engines and pumping- 
works at neighboring colliers, and he was so 
successful that his skill became the marvel of 
the neighborhood. He tried many inventions, 
among them perpetual motion, which lie had 
not yet given up, although universally unsuc- 
cessful us everyone must be. The:-j ia much 
interesting in this portion of his life, which we 
must pass over in this sketch, for there is little 
space left to recount the gigantic achievements 
of tlie Inter periods of his eventful life. 


Taking it up at a point where so many had 


yielded up the ground in despair, he brought 
the high-pressure engine to an unprecedented 
degree of perfection and utility, and laid the 
foundation of the present great railway sys- 
tem. He probably had no adequate idea of tlie 
mmense consequences of his labors to society 
and civilization; but he went to work with a 
view to lessen the expense of coal tranaporta- 
Jon, and to facilitate work, with no idea of fu- 
.ure honor or posthumous fame. 


Lord Ravenworth, the principal partner of the 
illingworth colliery, in 1831, was vei-y favora- 


bly disposed toward Stephenaon, from the ini- 
jorlant improvements he had effected in the 
colliery engine, and the inclined plain. Money 
was advanced by this noble, and an engine 
was built which worked some time. But there 
were none but inefficient workmen to do the 
work, and perfection was impossible, notwith- 
standing it was a vast improvement on former 
nvcntlons. Another was built in 1815, and al- 
though many improvements have been added 
by Sleplienson, as well as by his equally dis- 
inguislied son, it is little to say it was the 
germ of all -since accomplished. It may, iu 
act, be.regarded as the type of the present lo- 
comotive engine. 


At this period explosions' of fire-damp be- 


came unusually frequent in tlie coal mines of 
Northumberland and Durham, and George 
^tcpbcnson turned his attention to the inven- 
-ion of a safety lamp. He made three lamps,, 
each of which was successful, bub the latter, 
the " Geordy " safety lamp, became the most 
iscd. Let his meagre scientific knowledge be 
remembered, and his almost entire lack of 
teachers, excepting his own keen observant eye, 
and his shrewd and penetrating judgment, and 
the invention of this lamp by Stephenson, be- 
comes an achievement of the highest merit, 
and then, after all his hard study and patience, 
after coolly facing the most horrid of deaths 
to give his lamp a trial in tlie most dangerous 
part of the mine, after all this self-sacrifice, he 
was basely charged with pirating the idea of 
Sir Humphry Davy, who, however, did not snc- 
cced with h'is invention until after Slephenson's 
was in use in I he mines. The invention of tlie 


Geordy " lamp was in the latter part of the 


year 1815. 


But during the tinie his attention was de- 


voted to the safety lamp, and although the com- 
motion attendant upon the foul charge laid 
upon him, he did not neglect the locomotive, 


Inch observation satisfied him was far from 


perfect. His attention was first given to the 
road, in the building of which he made impor- 
tant modification, us well, also, in the rails and 
joints. He also early conceived the idea tliat 
the value of locomotives power was increased 
in proportion to tlie level condition of the road, 
and was the first to advance the theories that 
moun||ins should be tunneled, and valleys ele- 
vated In order to accomplish this. All this ap- 
pears trite and commonplace enough, now that 
the thing has been done; bufit n as not so in 
those days, when bitt one man thought it pos- 
sible. 


In 1810, he was chosen by the owners of the 


Helton Colliery to lay out a new line and su- 
perintend their works. -Obtaining the permis- 
sion of his employers, who were proud that 
their colliery engineer should have been se- 
lected to lay out this railway, which would be 
tlie largest locomotive line in -use in the neigh- 
boihood at that time." The road was opened 
November 18th, 1822, and on that day five of 
Stephenson's locomotives were at work upon 
the railway. Thus another Important step was 
tafcn toward the general adoption of tlie rail- 
way system. 


In 1821, he wat appointed engineer of tie. 


Stockton and Darlington Railway, and as early 
as possible began the survey of the road. It 
was made, and the road put under way. Three 
of Stephenwn'i engines wen ordered to be 
made for me upon the .road, and this induced 
him to start a factoiy at Newcastle. A small 


building was erected—the nucleus of the gigan- 
tic establishment which was afterward found 
around it; and active operations began there 
eaily in 1824. Three engines were built—tlio 
first, the "Active,-" was tome time since place'd 
upon a pedestal in front of the railwdy station 
at Darlington. ' Upon this road tlie first pas- 
senger coach was worked on the 10th of Oc- 
tober, 1825, a fortnight after tlie opening of 
tlie line. This was at first drawn by horses, 
but eventually by a locomotive. Engines at this 
time were able of making only twelve miles an 
hour; and where the''country was hilly in na- 
ture, the remedy was not grading as now, but 
stationary cnglues were erected to draw the 
trains lip'the incline, and let them down on 
the^other aids, where an' engine awaited them. 


In 1825,- he wat chosen to survey the pro- 


posed Liverpool and Manchester line. It was 
made in the face of the strongest opposition 
from land owneis, and could not have been 
made, but by the determination and persever- 
ance of Stephenson. It was at last arranged, 
and the matter laid before Parliament, where, 
after protracted examination and debate, it was 
unsuccessful. The bill passed at the nest si! 
ting of the body, and George Stepbenson was 
chosen to engineer tlie entire affair. Much in- 
terest was manifested on tlie point of tlie 
power to be employed. Some recommended 
stationary engines, and it was only after a se- 
vere struggle that. Stcplienson induced the com- 
pany to give the hvomotive a trial' A reward 
of £500 was offered by the company for the 
best engine to be applied on the Hue, and on 
the 14th of October; 1820; if, :was awarded1 to 
the "Rocket," built by George Stephenson and 
his son, Robert. In tills entire the multitubn- 
lar boiler was employed witli such success that 
the speed was increased to thirty miles an 
hour. The " Racket" was sold by the compa- 
ny to the owners o," the Carlisle coal mines, 
as it in time proved too light for the increased 
traffic. Here also it was eventually superseded 
by heavier engines, and was finally purchased 
by Mr. Stephenson, being now preserved in tlie 
works atNewcastle-upori-Tyne. 


Subsequently Mr. Stephenson was associated 


wi.li every forward railway movement in the 
kingdom, and with his son took the lead in all 
engineering enterprises. In 1840, he intimated 
his intention to retire tram tlie profession, and 
having removed his home from Alton Giange 
to Ta;>ton House, in 1838, he prepared to en- 
joy the bounteous fruits of a life of successful 
labor. Bui, he had become so used to labori- 
ous pursuits, and was yet so full of work, tliat 
he could not acquire tlie habit of quietly en- 
joying the results of his industry. ,A;;airi lie 
took the iield, and after several important en- 
ioi prises at home, became identified with pro- 


Uxl railroad works in Belgium, Spain, and 


other foreign States, and returning, renewed 
the work at home. 


Toward the close-of his life lie almost en- 


tirely withdrew from the active duties of a 
railway engineer, devoting himself chiefly to 
his extensive collieries and lime-works, taking 
a local interest only in those projected railways 
which promised to opened new markets for 
their products. At home he had the life of a 
country gentleman,' betook an active interest 
in hori,iculi,nnd pursuits, and prided himself 
on the quality of his productions. He also 
carried on farming operations with marked suc- 
cess. He was i.ustrnmental in starting institu- 
tions at which tlie'workmen at his collieries at 
Clay Cress and Tapton, could gain an insight 
into the beauties of education, especially the 
sciences. The example and influence of George 
Stephenson at Clay Bross is not lost, hut con- 
,inues fructifying into good, long after his body 
had ict.imed to kindred dust. He also devoted 
some of his time to the improvement of the lo- 
comotive engines and railway carriages. 
His 


last work in this was inventing anew self-act- 


g brake, for which he refused to take out d 


latent, but laid his scheme open to the world 
for the benefit of all interested. 


On (,!«e.2fllh of July,. 1848, he attended a 


meeting of the Birmingham Institute, and read 
li;s paper " On the Fallacies of the Rotary En- 
gine." Shortly after he was attacked with in- 
ennittent fever, from which he appeared to be 
ecovering, when a sudden effusion of blood 
from the lungs resulted in his death on the 12th 
of August, 1848. A simple tablet marks his 


:T.vc, but a monument was reared to his mem- 


ory by the Liverpool and Manchester and 
Junctions Companies. But the best monu- 
ment aie his works. The country is heavily 
ndcbted to this man for his parj in the rail- 
way. He was not tlie .first-to try steam power 
as a means of propelling carriages, but his ntil- 
zing it, and bringing it to a successful issue 
was so gigantic a work, that he merits the 
name of Inventor. 
DeCaus, Savery, Evans, 


Trevetlnck", had eacli make their attempts, and 
met with failures, excepting as far as the honor 
of inventing curious toys reached. 
At [this 


tincture George Stephensou pat his hand to 
the work, and the grand results are recognized 
in the majestic chariot tliat thunders across the 
longitudes, bearing culture and refinement into 
the most wild aud'uncivillzed districts, advanc- 
ing the whole world to glory, and ever promul- 
gating the immortal honor due to the great 
name, of Stephenson.

A LTTEEAEY LADY'S MAID. 


The French 'have at all times been famous 


for their talent at letter and memoir writing 
and. the idle reader is not a little Indebted to 
their 'agreeable egotism for some of the most 
entertaining works of tliat nature -In any lan- 
guage. Amongst numerous clevei lady-writers 
esteemed in their day, (that-of Le Gfmi 
Xonarqm) a favorite was Mademoiselle de 
Launai, whose autobiography is extremely 
characteristic of tlie manners of the time.- The 
scenes she describe* are not unlike sonu ol 
those which enliven the volumes of that gos- 
sipplng and self-satisfied young lady, Hiss 
Burney; especially those which display the 
mode of encouragement afforded to young wo- 
men of talent by the ladies of Louis XIV.'s 
Court. We read of the same selfish disiegard 
of every person or sentiment which did not 
contribute to amusement and uniiiteliectua 
gratification; and of the same Ignorance, pride, 
and airs of patronage, Intended to Impress the 
protegee with awe for their dignity, and grati- 
tude for their condescension. 
Mademoiselle 


de Launai writes iu a lively iow'ng ttyk, 
which has" been by French critics compared to 
that of Madame de Sevigny ; but pleatant a* it 
is, it scarcely deserves so high an honor as that. 
Her' anecdotes1 however are ;to •amusing, that 
we leave off disappointed to 8tid that after her 
marriage, she gives us no more scenes;-the 
drama terminating as most otherdramas end— 
with the wadding. 


Her father, M. de Launai. was an artist; 


who having been obliged for some political of- 
fence to quit France, established himself in 
England. The climate - disagreeing with the 
health of his wife she returned, and her daugh- 
ter was burn in Paris. Tlie mother soon be- 
came a widow. Poor and desolate, she was 
admitted from charity into a convent In-Nor- 
mandy ; where after her death her child in due 
time found a continued asylum and received 
an excellent'education. 


"It happened to me," remarks Mademoiselle 


de Launai, "quite otherwise than what occurs 
in romances to the general run of heroines, 
who, 
having been brought up shepherdesses, 


turnout illusl.-ious princesses. I was treated 
in my younger years like a person of distinc- 
tion, and discovered afterwards that I was no- 
body, and that I possessed nothing in the 
world that I could call my own. My mind 
however-not having in early life taken'the bias 
that abject fortune usually gives, has ever since 
resisted the oppression and subjection wbtcl: 
has been my lot." 


Nothing could equal tlie attention, kindness, 


and care which the little stranger received 
from the good abbess and nuns, under whose 
roof she was sheltered. As long as the two 
superiors who watched over her education 
lived, she was treated with ail the distinction 
and tenderness imaginable; but at sixteen her 
position was altered by the death of' her bene- 
factresses. 


Finding that she was now entirely destitute, 


she applied to two friends, the Abbe Veitot 
and M. Brunei, begging them to assist her in 
obtaining some situation.

Dutcbesse de Maine, selfish to the last, refused 
ler consent and opposed the marriage with all 
ler.power. Indignant, disgusted, and wearied . 
ft ill! lier occupation, the young lady then re- 
solved to enter a ^convent. This was equally 
opposed, but, after much annoyance, inconveni- 
ence, and vain resistance, the ill-requited at- 
endant at length consented to a proposed alli- 
ance which smted lier mistress; and became 
the wife of Captain de Staal, an officer of the 
'tiards, and afterwards Marecha! de Camp, 
from this time Madame de Staal became a lady 
of honor to the dutchess, ate at her table, and 
lad a carriage at her disposal. 


She thus speaks of her husband: "Iwas 


satisfied with his manners, for he possessed a 
certain natural refinement which belongs to a 
good heart and a benevolent mind. He had 
10 evil propensities, and took the straight road 
o virtue, without an idea of swerving fiom 
what he felt to be right; He was unalterably 
calm; his temper was perfectly even, his views 
clear because unclouded by passion, with more 
udgment than variety in his thoughts. He 
lad but little conversation, yet his remarks 
were always sensible. Although he was quite 
ncapable of exciting enthusiasm, it was equally 
mppssible for him to create disgust. I married 
lira, and discovered tliat he held a rank by ua- 
ure to which study rarely attains." 


Although it does not appear tbat Madame de 


Staal was porticulaily gifted witli beauty yet it 
seems that her admirers were numerous and 
laasionate, and many poems were written in 
ler honor, which to an English reader appear 
the perfection of insipidity and false taste. Hy- 
>erbolic inanities in praise of beauty .which did 
lot exist, and of virtue and wisdom often en- 
irely imagined, were the fashion of her time, 
and a fashion which lasted only too long in spite 
of Moliere's wit. After her man lage she be- 
came very celebrated by her dramatic pieces 
and her verses; but her' memoirs are far more 
eriteitaining and attractive than any other of 
her remains. 


Madame de Staal died in seventeen hundred 


ind fifty.

sible. Unfortunately this is also true, so far 
as results are conceined. Drugs, 'chemicals, 
dye-stuffs, poisons of every name and nature, 
iu big or in little doses—whether tlm dose be 
480 grains of calomel or n decllliontli part of a 
grain—do, so far as they cure at all, supersede 
the symptoms of the original'disease hy tlie 
symptoms of the drug-disease j and this is pre- 
cisely what they should not do. It is, again, 
curing the disease by killing the vitality. 


Eclectic and .thel.Physlo-Medtcal schools re- 


ject poisons professedly, and deal iu "sanative 
medicines;'' and we find in the prescriptions 
of their journals and hooks such beautifully 
sanative agents as lobelia, cayenne pepper, gcl- 
seminuui, henbane, strychnine, etc. T hoy do 
not announce any distinct principle or law of 
cure, hut they.are world-wide In profession. 
They profess to "select the good and reject 
the ted" of all systems; They assure us that 
the!.- ,;iateria inedica is as innocuous, if not as 
hygienic, as bread-and-milk. They declare 
that their medicines can never injure the con- 
stitution; and some of them go so far as to 
claim that they are even digested and assimila- 
ted to the tissues, thus answering the purpose 
of food as well as medicine. These are very 
splendid pretensions. 
What a pity that there 


is no truth in them. 


Wis'l, what Is the teachingof Hygeio-Therapy 


on. this point? What is nature's law of cure? 
I answer: Nature has no law of cure. There 
is no such thing as a law of cure in all the 
universe. Before medical men waste another 
score of centuries in disputing about the good, 
better or best, or had, worse or worst effect of 
this, that or the other drug, or as !o what 
preparations or combinations of drugs are best 
or worst, or whether huge or infinitesimal doses 
are most potent to cure or kill, and whether 
Nature or Providence lias provided remedies 
for diseases in mineral, vegetable or animal 
substances, or in all, they had bettor settle the 
primary question : Is any drug-medical system 
fight or wrong per «e? 


I take the ground that Nature lias not pro- 


vided remedies for diseases at nil. She bos 
provided -penalties, not remedies. Disease is 
Ihe consequence of a departure from physio- 
logical laws. There is no cure hut in a return 
to obedience. The language of Nature as well 
as of Scripture is, "The soul that sinneth shall" 
—not take a dose of salts, as our doctors have 
it, but shall—'-die," If wrong is done, evil 
must come. The Creator has not been so in- 
consistent as to ordain penalties to secure obe- 
dience to His laws, and then provided remedies 
to do away with the penalties. 


According to the teachings of all diujr-medi- 


cal systems, Nature lias provided remedies for 
diseases in the things outside of the living or- 
ganism—in the tilings which are incompatible 
with its normal functions, and destructive to 
all of its tissues—in poisons. If this be true, 
Nature has very foolishly got into an inter- 
wcine war with herself. My faith -is in the 
wisdom of Nature; hence, when Nature's 
teachings conflict with the theories ol' men, 1 
must hold fust to the former. 


The world's redemption from diseases, doc- 


tors and drugs, depends on a practical recog- 
nition of tlie doctrine that Nature's laws can 
not be violated with impunity; that penalties 
will not be remitted; that Nature has not pro- 
vided remedies; tliat if wrong is done, evil con- 
sequences Hill follow; that every poisonous 
drug, and every unphyslological linbit, and 
every uahealtliful act, will make its injurious 
mark irreparably and forever; that our life, 
our strength, our health will be measured-ex- 
actly hy our observance of organic law. 


This, I repeat—and I would do so with em- 


phasis—is the doctrine of the world's physio- 
logical salvation; It istlie -true gospel of health 
on earth arid good deeds among men. Teach 
men that Nature has made no provision to de- 
stroy or nullify her own statutes; that health 
or disease will lie according to obedience 01 
disobedience, and they will have a motive as 
strong as love of pleasure or aversion to pain, 
an influence as potent as the love of life or the 
fear of death, to act in all the relations of their 
existence in strict reference to "tempeiance, 
righteousness, and judgment to come." 


But teach tlie contrary doctrine; leach them 


tliat Nature's laws can be liiokcn at pleasure, 
and mended when convenient; that thuv can 
violate all the laws of their Iwing, and find im- 
mediate advantage or enjoyment in so doing, 
and then, when the consequences have become 
very grievous, they can resort to lemedies to 
restore them to their former slate, and they 
will do what ? Why, just what the majority 
of the people, led ou by their medical advisers, 
are doing all. over tlie civilized world—liviii" 
in utter recklessness of Nature's laws, incur- 
ring all manner of diseases, and continually 
employing-the doctors to dose the rebellious 
«is medwatrlx naturae, and drug away the pen- 
alties. 


Our system is accused of being "one-idea- 


ism," It is the farthest from ir possible. The 
cha 0 > applies with a thousand-fold more pro- 
priety to the system it opposes. Our system 
employs as remedial agents evetything in tlie 
universe which has normal relations to the 
living organism. It rejects only tliat which is 
abnormal. Whatsoever things Nature can use, 
under the circumstances, we prescribe. What- 
ever Nature must resist, we proscribe. Our 
materia inedica comprehends all agencies, ma- 
terials and influences which are useful, usable, 
healthful, normal, hygienic, physiological. Tlie 
materia medica of tlie drag system is made up 
of materials, agencies ana influences—bleeding, 
blistering, drugs, etc.—which are injurious, 
non-usable, antagonistic, lexicological, patho- 
logical. It does, indeed, contain a list of some 
two thousand "medicines;" but as each hap- 
fens to be a poison, its single idea of cure is 
correctly represented by the term, "poisono- 
Mthy." Does one-ideaism consist in supply- 
ing the boay, in its diseased state, with all fa- 
vorable conditions and. circumstances, or in 
simply poisoning it because it Is sick? 


t have thus shown you that all of Ihe funda- 


mental premises of all 'the drug-medical sys- 
tems are false in science, absurd lo philosophy, 
at war witli nature, and disastrous in practice. 
And I propose, in conclusion, to "clinch tlie ar- 
gument" with the best and strongest testimony 
,hf> natiue of the case admits of. At a national 
medical convention, assembled at bt. Louis, 
Mo., a few years ago, represented by the elite 
of the profession of the United States, tlie fol- 
lowing'confession and declaration were delib-. 
erately adopted and recorded: 


"It is wholly.incontestable that there exists 


a wide-spread dissatisfaction with what is called 
the regular or old Allopathic system of medical 
practice. Multitudes of people in this country 
and in Europe express an utter want of confi- 
dence in physicians and their physic. The- 
cause Is evident: erroneous, tlmory, and, spring- 
ing from it, injurious, oflflte-very often—fatal 
practice*'1 Nothing will^riMrtubserve -the ab- 
wlute requisitions of an intelligent codamnnity 
but a medical doctrine grounded upon .right 
reason, in harmony with and avouched by the 
unerring laws of Nature and of the vital or- 
ganism, and authenticated and-confirmed by 
successful remit*." 
. 


I am, happy to coincide entirely with tin 


American National Medical Convention. And 
I am most happy in being enabled to .present 
to their consideration, and to oner for the world's 
adoption, in accordance with the "absolute 
requisitions of an intelligent community," "a 
medical.doctrine grounded upon right reason, 
In harmony with ite unerring laws of Nairn e, 
and confirmed by smxewfiil result*." This li 


— system which wo advocate naturally and 
necessarily destroys the professional bushiest 
and emoluments of-Its practitioners. This we 
had better understand In the outset. If we 
cannot practice tlie Dealing art with a higher 
motive than to getlal profitable trade ont.of the 
ignorance anil filslcles and Infinultioi of society, 
it would be well for us and better for the world 
If we should seek tome other vocation. We 
cannot practice our system without educating 
tlie peepto in its principles. No sooner do 
they comprehend them, than they find them- 
selves capable of managing themselves, oxcept 
in rare and extraordinary cases, without our 
assistance. 
Not .only this, but our patrons 


learn from our teachings, examples, and pre- 
scriptions, how to live to as to avoid to a gi«at 
extent sickness of any kind. When you be- 
come physicians you will be continually tench- 
Ing the people how to do without you. Yon 
must therefore continually extend your' field of 
practice by making new convert*, or your oc- 
cupation will soon be gone. And whenever 
tlie whole world becomes to Intelligent at to 
adopt our system In all its parts, to the exclu- 
sion of all others, they will bo their own doc- 
tors. They will not need us; Indeed, there 
will then be no practitioners of medicine In de- 
mand, or-in existence, except male surgeons 
and female midwivcs. 


Much has been said of late years about re- 


forming medical practice. Why," how easily 
this could be done!' I can proscribe an Infalli- 
ble recipe for providing all persons with the 
very best of physicians, at the least possible ex- 
pense : Pay your physician for health, and not 
Ibr sickness. Give him a stipulated salary as 
long as yon are well, stopping his pay during 
all the lime that you are sick. Then will your 
medical man have a motive on tlie aide of your 
interest. It will be for his interest to do tlie 
best for you that he possibly can—as it is not 
now. 
Ho will then study Hygiene, which 


keeps you well, instead of druggery, which 
"CKres one disease by producing another," and 
often—very oaen—producing a much worse 
disease than'it cures. As it is now, the physi- 
cian cannot aflonl to do very well for you. It 
would speedily mill his business. Ho is bribed 
—literally hired to do the worst for you (lint 
be knows or dales, and to keep society dis- 
eased and ignorant. And thus ho holds a 
most false and dangerous relation to society. 
His interest and reputation are advanced and 
measured by the duration and Intensity of his 
patients' sntleiitigs. Health In the community 
is his misfortune, an epidemic is his opportuni- 
ty, wliile a pestilence which desolates a city, 
and fills the land with woe and mourning, 
brings him wealth and honor. This should 
not be. No reasonable man would willingly 
trust his dollars, nor even his shillings, to the 
liest of his fellow-mortals under similar clr- 
iumstances. 


No man, however pure and good, should 


.'ver hold, for a single moment, such a relation 
to his fellow-man. Angels havo fallen through 
sore temptation. Men may err under less 
provocation still. Not anguls, nor archangels, 
ire so high nor so holy that their Interests 
should be allowed to be, even in appearance, 
antagonistic to the welfare of oilier angels or of 
uen. God hat so ordered and arranged Ihe 
universe, that the real .and permanent good of 
every creature which lie has made is best sub- 
served In promoting the real and permane'it, 
^ood of every other being. When this great 
and glorious principle'is universally recognized 
among men, tlie dawn of the milleniiim will 
not be distant. To this consummation let us 
tudy and investigate, work and pray, recol- 
ecting that

n 1820 she became the second wife of Sir 
John Franklin, who had fought with distine- 
ion under Nelson, and had led successfully 
wo Arctic expedilion. Eight -years later she 
.ccompaiiied her husband to Van Dieuien's 
.•and, and aided in securing him the popularity 
w enjoyed during .tlie six'years be was Gov- 
eri'orof that colony. One of her acts of practical 
ihilanthropy wliile there was to pay out of her 
irivale puise a bounty of $2.50 each for the 
destruction of a dangerous species of serpent, 
which in consequence was soon exterminated. 


u''niug to England, Sir John Franklin ac- 


cepted tlie command of the shins Erebus and 
Terror, with 'which lie was to discover a North- 
West Passage. lie sailed iu May, 1845, on this 
ll-fated expedition, and saw his native land no 
more. When lie did not return in 1847, as 
was intended, Lady Franklin felt great anxiety 
'or his fate, and began tliat series of heroic cf- 
brts which have secured her imperishable 
ame. In tlie Spring of 1648 she offered re- 
wards of $10,000 and $15,000 to any persons 
liscovering or affording relief to the missing 
larly or making any great effort to do so. In 
1840 she addressed a pathetic appeal to the 
American people, through the President, for ac- 
ivc co-operation In the search, which was rio- 
ily responded to by the late Henry Grmnell. 
u 1S50, and In subsequent years, Lady Frank- 
in fitted mi; expeditions, chiefly at her own 
cost, supplementary to those sent by the Gov- 
ernment. 
Finally she sent out in 1S57 the 


steamer Fox, under command of Cant. Mc- 
Jlintock, wlm returned about three years later 
vith the melancholy news of Sir John Frank- 
ill's death, but with abundant proof that tlie 
daring explorer had accomplished tlie discov- 
ery IK was sent.to make, namely, the existence 
of a Noi Hi-West Passage. The tidings of the 
commander's death McClintock had learned 
'ram a document left lr. a -cairn on the shores 
of King William's Land by i\w survivors of 
Franklin's company. The paper, dated April 
12, IMS, staled that Sir John Franklin died 
Juue 11. 1847; that the Erebus and Terror 
were abandoned April 22,1848, wlien the sur- 
_'Jvors, 105 in number, started for the'Great 


' "i River. Many relics were found of this 


,y, who perished on their journey toon after 


hey left the vessels. 


Although there was no further-reason to 


doubt the fate of lie, husband, Lady Franklin 
was henceforth unceising in lier efforts to leant 
nore of him and his brave companions. She 
leld out liberal rewards to any one who would 
bring her further tiding!, and took a warm In- 
terest in every scheme for exploring the polar 
regions. She offered to pay liberally the late 
Cap;. Hall of Cincinnati if lie would go over 
to London and tell lier the story of his five 
years' voyage iu tlie arctic zone. Finding that 
Hall was too intent on going to the North Pole, 
and to could not spare time, Lady Franklin set 
out for this country, and arrived in Cincinnati, 
ly way of Panama and San Francisco, !n July, 
870. In thlt journey she was accompanied by 
her niece, Miss Cracroft. Lady Franklin had 
a long conversation with Capt. Ha'l, and learn- 
ed ills views regarding the fate of the missing 
records of her husband's voyage, aud tke pros- 
Kiel of .finding a last message, which she firmly 
lelleves he had written her. "During her visit 
be venerable lady was treated with great re- 
spect, and was waited upou by the city officials 
and many prominent citizen*. In 1672 Lady 
Franklin bought Franklin House, in Lincoln- 
shire, intending to collect there the relict of her 
husband's expeditions. In the tame spirit of 
romantic devotion, the offered rewards for fur- 
ther tidings of lier lost husband and hit men at 
the recent tailing of a British expedition to ex-' 
plore the Arct'c region*, and, if ponible, to 
reach the North Pole. Her laat menage to the 
American people wa* a request made about a 
bit night ago, by telegraph, that her felluw- 
ChriaUans would rememberfier In. their uraver* 
at church on the following Sunday.

should be, ami this much may be said, that we 
have not reached hard pan yet. Of course the 
bears hud tlie upper hand last week for a little 
while, when it became known tii.it Uie great 
banking house of Messrs. Duncan, Sherman A 
Co., had closed their doors; but the stock 
maikct recovcied its usual serenity on the suc- 
ceeding day, iind the bulls regained llieh jubi- 
lant spirits. I'oople do not know what to make 
of such an astonishing failure as tins one, and 
it makes them skeptical towards all mankind 
iu general. We begin to believe that we know 
very little about thu solvency of our neighbois, 
and as a natural sequence, every one suspects 
llw otlwr. 


Tim volume of business done by private 


bankers In thu last leu or Ufteen years, is sim- 
ply enormous. They have, to a great extent, 
carried on a large deposit business, urnl have 
done the business usually peifoiiued by incoi- 
porated institutions. 


But in doing this they have hail lo oflei in- 


ducements to obtain tins business, which wouhl 
othei wise fall into the regular banks ol depos- 
it and discount. The failure of Ketchuin, Son 
& Co., taiiglit the Tlaitford banks a lesson. 
1 he Cook failure brought another lot to their 
senses, and we Iind many country banks still 
biting at the idluring lull of interest on daily 
balances. 


When a bank or a banker ollfn to receive all 


deposits, and pay four per cent, for tlwin, it is 
pretty safe to piesume tliat the banker must 
ha/ard tho funds entrusted to his caie to pay 
tliese rates. A man told me a short time ago, 
that the reqiilionicnls necessary to be a banker 
or an officer of. a bank, was to be able to sign 
your name anil Irak wise. But he might bavo 
added that a comfortable sized bald spot on the 
lop of one's head Is also indispensable. The 
neaiei thebairen spot comes to tho coat col- 
lar tlw better, and then if the hair is loiur 
enough to trail It aiound iioni the hack, icst- 
ingit upon the ear, and around to the front 
like a Virginia ciecjjur, yom foituncs ia about 
as flood as maile.

now. 
They v, ill wke hold of tlw books of .1 


blasted coiicein, and make a show lug of sur- 
plus very flattering to tlio stockholders, pio- 
vided there Is money enough left, to pay for 
the Job. When a cliiuctor lirst takes his seal at 
the board, his countenance assumes an exnics- 
skm of responsibility, and he attends regnuuly 
at the meetings, and considers himself the Allns 
of UK? institution. After a while he looses that 
zeal which characterized his lirst term, and the 
matter of running a bank is left practically in 
the hands ol tho ofticcrs, whoaie better qualified 
wlicu so allowed to look after the interests oi a 
large inoni'jed corpoialion, and to take moie 
care in transacting the business, than a pnvale 
banker, who may be none the less responsible, 
but who feels more like being the sole owner, 
rather than a hoirower of the funds of the poo- 
pie. 


So in order lo kcepMis from being too gieedy 


after the lilthy lucre, we must needs have a set 
back once in a while, and a big one like the 
late one brings us up with a lound I urn, am! 
we examine our lin.iiu-i.il churl, take ficsli oh- 
sorvation, and seek smooth waters where our 
crafts can ride In safely. 


Just at this time, business takes cure of it- 


self. Tlw railroad magnate is at his favorite 
seaside hotel, ami the merchant dozes after din- 
ner on the verumla at the lake home. Every- 
one seems to have Roue ont of town. Those 
wlio cannot afliiril it, shut tire Trout blinds, stay 
m doors till fall, when they may be heard re- 
counting their sad 'experiences, or jwrsccutlons 
and privations aiiinmoriiu; by the sou. TJierc 
area good iiiiiny abroad", not necessarily be- 
yond the sea by that expression, who could 
better alfoid to remain at home, for there has 
hiMulitlle or no money made this year, and 
one is looked upon as.having done well if the 
ordinary business expenses have been met. 
Many men, with anxious expression upon their 
faces,.with children growing upabout tiiein, find 
the bills of a season spent at a high toned ho- 
tel, pretty hard to meet, and if their business 
was to lie suddenly liijnidated, would be forced 
to the unpleasant conclusion that tlio money 
spent this year belonged to some one else.

In attempting to give a passing notice of the 


late revival of business in this particular locality 
the mind at once reverts with feelings of Inter- 
est and pleasure to a period of tirna embraced 
in the second, third, fourth atid flfth decades ol 
the present century; most of which I spent 
"wilUiii sight and sound of this mill, and of an- 
other, which was torn down about thirty-seven 
years ago. 


Although comparatively few of the present 


geneiatkm are supposed ever to liave heard of 
this spot, some allusion to it and matters con- 
nected therewith may not be entirely out of 
place.

Many that are passing "to and fio'In lite 


earth," although widely separated, may call to 
uiiud the somewhat quaint appeaiance of a 
veiy modi-rale si/.ed two story stone structure 
about JO x 40 feet, well seated in the side of 
a considerable hill, situated on the west side of 
Byberry Cicek, a short mile south of Friends' 
Meeting House, and near the ceritie of what 
in those da>s was called •Byberry Township, in 
the eastern corner of Philadelphia county. 


The building alluded to was known far and 
near as

owned and occupied by Amos Hillborn, a wor- 
thy man.—a minister in the Society of Friends. 
Ruth, his wife, was a lovely woman. Tlicy 
had one son—John—and one daughter—Jane", 
—veiy clever young people. John learned the 
milling business, nun led Mary Smith ol New 
Jurscy, and the okl mail retiring from the mill 
John took charge, and carried on lor a number 
ol years. He afterwards went to farming. 


Jane was married to Chailes Knighl, of By- 


bei ty. Jle is still living. John and Jane both 
died while yet in the prime of life. 


This mill property, containing 20 to 30 acres 


of land, water and wood, was considered equal 
in value to some of the best farms in the neigli- 
boihood. In shape it was rather long, and of 
irregulai *idth; and like many other mill 
properties, it seemed as though the rougher and 
more diveisilietl the smlace the more desiiable 
foi^ locating a mill. 


The improvements, consisting of a houso, 


barn and mill, were plain, substantial build- 


mera. -Bellas been working his father's farm 
for several years, and still carries on there. 


TIM subject matter of this last paragraph is

an enterprising native of iiybuiiy. About six- 
tuun ju.ii:, afterward he disposed of this piop- 
uity,and null his family removed to Xoi thamp- 
tou county, Pa , erected a grist and saw null 
on Malioniiig cieck, and pursued his business 
comfoitably until the 2oth of 4tli Mouth, 17SO, 
H hen he and his family weie t,ikcn cantue bv 
the Indians. 


After cnduiing many haulships and piiva- 


tions, they reached Niagara,—thence to Mon- 
treal. Benjamin died on the 8th ol llth Month, 
ITbO. 


In tho autumn of 1782 the remainder of h 


family returned to Bybeiry. 


Amongst the children of fienjaman Gilbei 


taken captive, was little Lizzie, about twelv 
yeais of age. It appears she «as a favont 
uitli John Iltislon, the Indian chief ivho adon 
ted her into his family. Some yeai-s after he 
rotuiti to Byberry she, was man led to Davi 
Webster. They were the parents of our totvns 
men Nathan and Jesse G. Webster.

throughout the country are failing in propor- 
tion as the laud is being cleared of wood, we 
may account somewhat for the fact that the 
amount of water coming down Byberry creek 
had up to this time been very sensibly dimin- 
ished. 


In 1835 Chailes Comly had a twenty-horse 


powci steam engine put up at the mill, to en- 
able him to carry on his business adtantageons- 
ly at all seasons of tlic year. He continued in 
this business extensively and successfully for 
several yeais. 


Having amassed considerable, and with gray 


halts and the infirmities of age creeping on, he 
withdrew, and routed out the property to his 
son, John Comly, a practical miller, who car- 
ried on the business, and in addition thereto 
he put up expensive machinery, and manufac- 
tured ay i up from the sugar cane. 
Several 


thousand gallons were turned out duiino-thc 
liist and second seasons of operation. 


A valuable farm adjoin i;ig being oflbred for 


sale, John invested in tliat, quit" the milling, 
and went to farming and ti ticking. 


In 1871 he was ollbred and accepted the po- 


sition ut publishing agent of the Friends' Intel- 
ligencer, issued in Philadelphia. He removed 
to the city, and sold bis farm to Anthony 
McGarvey, one of the Knickei liocker Ice Com- 
pany. 


Returning to the subject, I would remark 


that in process of time, after changing some of 
the lines to suit himself, and reserving the en- 
tire front of the mill pioperty, Chatles sold the 
remainder of it to William Buckman, a piacti- 
cal miller. But in this his new home William 
neglected his business,—the custom left, and 
after a time he succeeded in tiading off the 
property, and sped to Jersey. 


After changing owners- repeatedly the prop- 


erty lodged in tlie hands of Robert S. Paschal], 
a conveyancer in Philadelphia. He has had 
the mill repaired. 


The mill dam, which fifty years ago covered 


an area of several acres, and for many years 
thereafter furnished water for the mill and ice 
for numerous farmers and others, has of late 
years become so tilled with earth and se 
tliat it would hold comparatively no;,^_.-.. 
Paschal! has had a great canal cut around on 
one side and end, that will hold a great volume 
of water for running the mill, with a fair pros- 
pect of gaining several acres of excellent bot- 
tom land, just where "we boys" qsed. lo be swim- 
ming around.

siderable time, Edward Comly, son of Chailes, 
has taken hold of the concern, rather as an ex- 
periment I believe. He has employed a first- 
class -miller, and they have been turning out 
good vrork in the flour And Jeud buiinesi, and 
a great doa) of it, judging from the numerous 
customers who have returned and are patron- 
izing the JIIJH. They also grind and sell plas- 
ter.

this is always a line stroke of policv on the part 
of passengers disposed to seasickness, aud es- 
pecially did it seem so to us then, when there 
was everyptobabihtythat the passage would be 
a rough one.

readers would Ilka-a letter from the Granite 
Hills, I have written you an account of a "Blae- 
berry Picnic," that I attended last week here 
In New Hampshire. 


" We must have our picnic, our annual blue- 


berry Picnic," so everybody said, and so it 
came about that there was a blueberry picnic. 
And way up here among the blue New Hamp- 
shirejhllls it wasjarranged and planned, commit- 
tees sent hither and thither, until nothing was 
left undone that coulrt be done. Such a rainy, 
cloudy night preceded tlie expectant day, but 
the sun aiose in all its glory. Soon wagons 
were flying from one end of the village to the 
other, gathering up the baskets, and families 
were hurrying to and fro, and then they cams 
from every door, all the village were astir, and 
the road was alive with people. Such a thing 
never was known before ! At half-past eight, 
"all aboard" was started, and we whirled 
away, over rivers, through 
hill and valley,

To Curb and Pa\ e tlie Footways, Gutters and Cart- 
ways n[,on tlie northeast side 01* Jefferson Avenue, 
from Uadclltle Street to it point tbree bundred I'eet 
I'rom tlie nortliwest side ot Pond Street. 
SECTION 1, lit it ordained and rnatted by tke BurgtKt 


and Council of the Itorougk af tirittol and it t« hereby 
oixlaiiiecl and enacted by authority if Me tame. That 
from and alter the puiwaije ot thin Ordinance tlic 
footways upon the northeast uide of .leftcroon Ave- 
nue, trom Kadctitto Street to aiwint 300 feet from 
the nortliweKt side of Pond Street, Khali be curbed 
witii stone not lew than Hixteen inclieH in depth, set 
In a line seventeen feet six inclieHfrom the nortlieant 
side of said Avenue. Provided, That in sotting aaid 
curb due regard to uniformity shall be observed, and 
unnecessary ascente and descents avoided. 


SKCTIOA 2, That tho footways upon said northeast 
side of Jefferson Avenue, iVotn ItadclM'c Street to a 
]>olnt3W feet from the north west sldcof Pond Street, 
shall be paved wltb brick or flagstone trom tlie 
northeast line of said avenue to within five feet of 
the outside ot the curbstone. Provided, That any 
passage alley or cartway I'rom said Avenue shall be 
paved wlOi flagstone. 


SKCTIOH 3, That tlie gutters outside or In front of 
the curb upon said northeast side of Jefferson Ave- 
nue trom K»dclltlo Street to a point 300 feet from 
the northwest side of Pond Street, shall lie paved 
with brick or cobble stones, In width not less than 
eighteen inches. 


SSCTIOK 4 That within three months from and after 
tlie passage of tills Ordinance the owner or on ners of 
tots upon tho said northeast side of Jefferson A ve- 
nue, from Radclllre Street to a point 300 feet from 
the northwest side of Pond Street, shall at their own 
expense, curb and pave, or cause to lie curbed and 
paved according to tlie provisions of the first, second 
and third sections of this Ordinance, the footways, 
gutters and cartways In front of, around or upon 
their respective lots, and In case any of tho owner or 
owners aforesaid shall neglect or refnse to curh and 
pave the same In accordance with the provisions of 
tills Ordinance for tlio space of tbrec months from 
and after the passage hereof, that then and in Mich 
case the aatd '• ThkBiirgMs and Council of the Bor- 
ough of Bristol "TPI at once proceed tu curb and 
pave the aam« and collect Hie eost thereof according 
to Hie Act of Assembly in such case nade and pro- 
vided.

It now remains to coiukler Uow to 
(fcploiaUeaud unprofitable a condition ofllilngs 
can bo remedied. 


This can be done In tlie uviiig of seed. It 


is an cslabllilied Uw of nature,' that "Nice pro- 
it iice.s like," so far as species to concerned, «x- 
cept, perhaps It may bt In the'caw of occasional 


, monstrosities), which even the'n arc referable to 


acme [articular eanso. / VTf wo the moat ' won- 
derful examples of animals bred to the liiglieat 
degree of iwfi'Cllon, wliicli" is accomplished by 
'using for that purpose the most perfect of both 
sexes ; and breeding too, Is carried on with a 
view lo tlie use to which the animal Is to be 
put; il'lor dairying their milking qualities are 
to be considered, and all efforts arc put forth to 
breed In these qualities, If for working oxen, 
tlwse iwculiar qualities, such as compactness of 
form, i>ower 'of endurance, &c., arc bred in if 
possible, and so on through the catalogue of 
•llnerent qualities. Now substantially the same 
laws liuld good in the reproduction of garden 
]>rodut'e, ami to these laws have been observed 
by those persons who have put forth to the 
world, new and improved varieties of any kind 
of vegetables; by being very careful to select 
tlie fairest and earliest ripened specimen of any 
kind, and continuing this course for a few years, 
any person will be surprised at the great ad- 
vance that is made in quality of the production. 
II Is very desirable, to obtain vegetables, and 
the fruits of the garden at an early time, and 
this can assuredly bo done by saving for a few 
years, the earliest ripened of the kind, for seed. 
All of the perfected products have been obtained 
in this way. Every person has noticed what a 
great difference in the time of ripening cxistsin 
the case of corn, or beans, or tomatoes, or any 
oilier of the products of the garden, amounting 
in many cases cvcn'two weeks; now if as stat- 
ed in UKI foimer articles, all the first tipcned is 
to te consumed, directly the reverse of what is 
desired is actually accomplished, for since the 
young plant takes the nature of the parent 
plant, if that Is late in coming to maturity, 
so too will all be that come from it as a direct 
product ; and again, this in turn will also ripen 
inert slowly, and tlie last again secured for 
seed ; such being tlie case, is it not much bet- 
ter to save the very first ripened for seed, and 
then the first ripened of that, so as to give a 
natural tendency to eariiness rather than late- 
ness, 


It is said that superior wheat bos been pro- 


duced by puisiiing this comse, ». e. by taking 
tlie Ur«cit and best looking heads, and thresh- 
ing sn/llclenlly to secure tlie best grain, which 
being practiced for a few years a superior seed 
•was the result. It Is clear Own that all that is 
necessary, is, the exercise of care in saving the 
earliest and best of all kinds of seed, each year, 
ratter than Iwing obliged to use what is left 
from family use. It^is unnecessary hereto 
attempt to prove also, that seed matured while 
tlie plant fa in full vigor, is far better than any 
can be after such plant has passed maturity and 
is approaching death. . 


If man was not responsible for many of the 


effects resulting from his course of culture, he 
might well complain at some of his failures; 
but when he considers that failure is only in- 
. tended to serve as a reminder to him of some 
imperfection in bis. sysUni of procedure, it Is 
than his duty to change his course, which failing 
to do, he will be sure to reap tlie award of his 
own lolly.
